DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Although Applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application filed in Japan on 
27 July 2004 is acknowledged, Applicant has not filed a certified copy of the JP 2004-241680 
application as required by 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(b), nor has one been received from the International 
Bureau (IB). 

Withdrawn Objections and Rejections 

2. The rejection of claims 7 to 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite. 

3. The rejection of claims 7 to 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Darrah (U.S. Pat. No. 1,501,527) in view of Perry etal (U.S. Pat. No. 0,019,610). 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. Darrah (U.S. Pat. No. 1,501,527), cited in the Supplementary European Search Report 
(ESR) dated 01 February 2011 and in the Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed 03 May 
201 1 represents the closest prior art. However Darrah does not anticipate or, in view of Perry et 
al. (U.S. Pat. No. 0,019,610), render obvious, a mixer for making dough with an outer cylinder 
containing flour, an inner cylinder through which water is discharged as fine droplets, and a fin 
independently revolvable around the inner cylinder that kneads the flour and water mixture to 
form dough.
